Harrodsburg. Ky., March 4.-It has 
often been said that a mule and an office¬ 
holder never die, and a corroboration of 
the longevity of at leaat one of thesa 
animals is to be found in “Old Ike,” a 
mule belonging to K. B. Shouae, of this 
county. “Ike’s” history is moat inter¬ 
esting. He belonged first to Mr.

When the tocsin 
of the Civil war was sounded over the 
land, Mr. Shouae’s father saddled Old 
Ike and and started out with the soldier 
boys to fight for the Union. Together 
they braved many a fierce encounter 
and met with many exciting adven¬ 
tures. At the battle of Perryville Old 
Ike and his rider were in the thickwt 
of the fray. This battle waa fought 
October 8. 1862.

When the tabacco market of 1910 
opens nest fsll there will have been 
built at this place another large tobacco 
warehouse to be used as a market for 
the sale of loo«e leaf tobacco.

Work will begin on the plant aa soon 
as Spring comes and the building will 
be completed before the time for the

warehouse Company.

Willson Burned for Lack of Funds. 

Arraignment of Gov. Willjon 
for "squandering” the state s money 
In his | war on night riders, 
and for the alleged breaking up 
of the First regiment In Louisville, 
for the purpose of “swinging" the re¬ 
cent municipal election in favor of 
former Mayor Grin^tead. are two fea¬ 
tures of the report submitted by Sen¬ 
ator E. M. Taylor, chairman of the 
committee on military affairs. The 
report of the committee says it was 
embarrassed by the failure of the 
state examiner to have Inspected the 
department of adjutant general. The 
committee began by setting out that 
1389,000 lias been spent on the state 
guard In two. years, *189,000 of It for 
active militia, practically for the 
"night rider" trouble. One item was 
*10,000 to a Hopkinsville liveryman 
for horse hire. It sets out that the 
militia was sent into 34 counties, and. 
by admission of Gov. Willson, into 
practically all of them without request 
of the local authorities. The commit¬ 
tee declares this action of the govern¬ 
or to be a "flagrant violation" of the 
constitution and the bill of rights, say¬ 
ing that he sent troops in some in 
stances without the necessity of It, 
and without ever ascertaining the 
need therefor from the civil author! 
ties. Condemning what It termed the 
"night rider outages." the committee 
says It must mdre strongly condemn 
the acts of the governor for violating 
the plain letter of the law The com 
mittee set out at great length the 
"raid" on a Woodman of the World 
lodge at Wallonia, Trigg county, by a 
detail ot soldiers seeking alleged 
night riders, and of the alleged dese¬ 
cration of Masonic property in that 
raid. The committee recites that the 
adjutant general declined to go into 
this matter, swing he was not on the 
defensive. Tne committee expresses 
the opinion that, had the *189.000 not 
been spent for active militia by the 
governor, the treasury would not be 
so depleted.

LEADERS SEEM CONFIDENT 


Promotion of Peary to Be Rear t 
mlral Had a Precedent—Move¬ 
ment to Establish National 
Valhalla.

Congress promoted Melville for his 
great work, and the fact that he was 
an engineer officer, bolding a commis¬ 
sion In the staff, did not prevent his 
receiving signal honor.

The promotion was given In “recogni¬ 
tion of his meritorious services in suc¬ 
cessfully directing the party under his 
command after the wreck of the Arc¬ 
tic exploring steamer Jeannette, and 
of his persistent effort, through dan¬ 
ger and through hardships, to find and 
assist his commanding officer, and 


Washington.—The Republican and 
Democratic congressional campaign 
committees already have begun active 
preparations for the campaign next 
fall. It seems from the attitude ot 
the officials of the majority party’s 
committee that they expect to be to 
some extent om the defensive in the 
campaign. The Democrats already 
are showing marked signs of taking 
the offensive, and if you can believe 
the leaders they are going Into the 
fight with high confidence In their 
ability to get control of the next 
house. 

Representative William B. McKin¬ 
ley of Illinois, chairman of the Re¬ 
publican congressional committee. Is 
quoted as saying simply,, “we will 
retain control of the house..'” 

Champ Clark, who la leader of the 
minority In the house, has said, "the 
next house will be Democratic by a 
safe working margin.” 

The Democratic leader is not a 
member of the congressional cam¬ 
paign committee of his party, but be 
is In constant-consultation with Rep¬ 
resentative Lloyd, his colleague from 
Missouri, who Is the committee's 
chief. Lloyd himself as yet has made 
no specific promises of victory to his 
fellow Democrats, but be has assured 
them thBt everything that can be 
done to make victory certain will be 
done and that in a general way the 
prospect Is bright 

Where Real Fight Will Be. 

The Republican congressional com¬ 
mittee will pay Its particular atten¬ 
tion to the middle and western coun¬ 
try, where, because of certain disaf¬ 
fection over the Payne-Aldrlch tariff 
bill, they expect to have some trouble. 
Admission is made by the Republican 
committeemen that there xnhy be 
some difficulty in New England, where 
there are symptoms in one or two dis¬ 
tricts of a revolt against the duties 
Imposed by the last tariff bill and an 
inclination to doubt whether the Re¬ 
publican party Is going to carry out 
all of its promises of real progressive 
legislation. 

Champ Clark, the Democratic lead¬ 
er, has this to say of the outlook: 

“This congressional campaign will be 
made on the Issues of tariff and Can- 
nonism. Human Ingenuity cannot 
change this. The Republicans may 
attempt between now and the date of 
adjournment to bring forth some new 
issue for the purpose of beclouding 
the damaging effects of their tariff 
law and Cannonism, but when the 
campaign is on In full swlDg the peo¬ 
ple will find that there are only two 
real Issues and they will be the two 
I have named. In some sections of 
the country ship subsidy will be a 
feature of the campaign; In other sec¬ 
tions, financial legislation will be a 
minor Issue, but Cannonism and tariff 
will be before the entire country and 
on these Issues we will win." 

The Republican leaders claim that 
the tariff Issue will not Interfere with 
victory. They know that the Demo 
crats will talk about the high prices 
of the necessities of life, and will do 
their best to make It appear that tje 
tariff Is to blame, but the Republicans 
say that It will be shown to the peo¬ 
ple that the high prices are not the 
result of the customs duties as they 
stand, but are to be accounted for 
because of a half dozen different na¬ 
tural reasons which the people will 
understand and appreciate. 

Peary Was Badly Used. 

When the members of the subcom¬ 
mittee of the house committee on na¬ 
val affairs reported against the plan 
to promote Commander Robert E. 
Peary to the rank of rear admiral be¬ 
cause of his scientific achievements 
and bis services to the world, they 
seemed to think that to be asked to 
give such a reward was a most un¬ 
usual thing, and that no man whose 
achlevemeuts were like unto those of 
Peary ever had his services recog¬ 
nized so signally. 

If the committee had looked up 
precedent and made a study of the 
history of like events. It might have 
taken a different view of the matter. 
Some people believe that If Peary had 
been a line officer and not a staff of¬ 
ficer no objection would have been 
offered to his advance to the position 
of rear admiral. There can be no de¬ 
ntal of the fact that the line and staff 
of the navy are jealous, one of the 
other. This has been shown In a doz¬ 
en different ways In the last two 
years, and the existence of this Jeal 
ousy has been responsible for a good 
deal of the trouble in the navy depart 
ment, trouble which President Roose¬ 
velt tried to eliminate and could not, 
and which President Taft now Is try 
log to get rid of on bis own account 

Reat Admiral George Wallace Mel¬ 
ville, retired, was an englneer-ln-chlef 
of the navy. He waa a staff officer. 
Just as Peary Is. and In hfs time be 
bad trouble with the officers of the 
line In certain ways. Melville w&j a 
great Arctic explorer and there 1 b

I don't mind confessing that I have 
not yet got over a dislike to using 
the reversing gear. If we want to 
turn in the road I prefer to get out 
and pull the car back. We did re¬ 
verse once, and got off quite cheaply 
In only smashing up a bicycle that 
stood by the curb. We might have 
gone through a shop window. 

The steam car steals noiselessly 
along the road.

The rabbits emerge 
cautiously from the burrows; they 
see you standing there, but as long as 
you don't move they see no harm in 
you. The crouching pheasant in the 
stubble begins feeding again. A prowl¬ 
ing rat will pass close by your feet 
But move a foot or lift an arm and 
Instantly all is consternation and 
flight. In a steam car, beyond the al¬ 
most Imperceptible movement of the 
hand on the steering lever, the only j 
action visible is the advancing mass 
of the car. and that seems to have nc 
disturbing significance for animals. ! 

Day after day In the glorious au I 
tumn weather We drove the little cat 
down to the sea roast, hitherto a long l 
and wearisome drive or a stuffy Jour-1 
ney by train, but now a pleasant i 
hour’B run over healthy moors. Hard¬ 
ly a day all through the winter have 
we found the weather too bad for aj 
drive. 

One great advantage that a motor j 
car has over a horse Is that one is in 
dependent of inns and stables. With ' 
a well-filled basket an al fresco lunch¬ 
eon or tea can be enjoyed in the | 
wood or In a quiet by-road, anywhere 
where there is a track for the wheels 
without thought of a tired and hungr; i 
horse. When the fire Is turned low, I 
the car will stand for hours with no I 
need of attention. 

But Sophia claims that the climax ; 
of enjoyment is to be found In driving 
the car at night 

During the winter we have had i 
many opportunities of experiencing 
this, to me. I admit, somewhat fearful j 
Joy. The darkness adds enormously I 
to the sensation of speed, and one ' 
seems to be rushing at a desperate ' 
pace Into the unknown. Certainly 
Sophia's courage is greater than mine, 
for she can sit ct^mly straining her 
eyes at the darkness, and what the 
darkness may bold, with no power of 
stopping the car should disaster sud¬ 
denly loom ahead. It is bad enough | 
when one has a hand on the throttle- j 
lever and a foot on the brake. 

And at night more than at any | 
other time the silence of the steam- 
car is a merit. It Is distressing j 
enough, even in broad daylight, to 
people with any lingering remains of I 
the unfashionable quality of modesty, 
to go clattering along disturbing man ( 
and beast with the persistent self-as- j 
sertion of an explosion engine; but 
be must be a hooligan Indeed who can | 
bear to make all that noise under the j 
moonlight. In quiet lanes, scaring the 1 
owls and bats, surprising even the 
night jar, and disturbing the cottagers' 
early rest, without feeling himself 
grow uncomfortably hot with very 
shame.

Down In the old Aztec quarter a dif¬ 
ferent world la found, an old world, 
with all Its primitive life and at¬ 
mosphere. and one may feel, certain 
that he Is not only treading ancient 
paths, but U seeing the very life of 
centuries ago. 

. There still stand many of the old 
adobe houses which were built by the 
Aztecs, who here founded their capital 
city In 1325, when they ceased their 
wandering and rested here In the love¬ 
ly vale of the Anahuac, “Near the Wa¬ 
ters," guided, as they belived, by their 
gods. 

The Aztec tribes had wandered far. 
stopping sometimes for perhaps a gen¬ 
eration or two on their long pilgrimage 
from the north, driven southward, as 
la supposed, by geographical and cli¬ 
matic changes, but ever seeking a 
kinder land. At San Diego, Cal., at 
Zacatecas, at Puebla, are found traces 
of short sojourns, but not yet had they 
found the end of thetr desire. 

The tableland to the north was ■ a 
barren desert In many places, and only 
reached by parched trails and toilsome 
ascents, but at last guided by the then 
smoking, snow-capped Popocatapetl, 
the sacred mountain, they found a par¬ 
adise up above the rugged mountain 
ranges, laid like a royal gem against a 
background of azure sky and verdant 
rim. for a valley of lakes It was and al¬ 
ways is green and fresh. They called 
it Anahuac and, still seeking tokens of 
the gods, they saw os they came at 
early morning to the shores of Lake 
Texcoco a golden eagle resting lightly 
on a rocky, cactus-grown pile far out in 
the shallow water.

Wben the colt is a few days old t 
put a strong, pliable halter on Ita 
head, but never try to lead it at first, 
simply put the halter on every day 
until It does not care for it. 

After the colt Is thoroughly accus¬ 
tomed to the halter, put a rope on the 
halter and pull Just a Uttle and he 
will soon learn to come when you 
pull on the rope. 

When leading him around out of 
doors hold to the chin piece of the 
halter so as to keep him from rearing 
up. as he will likely do. 

I believe In teaching colts to wear 
harness very young. Of course It 
should be very light harness. 

At weaning time put a strong hal¬ 
ter on the colt; tie him to the manger 
and watch him so as to teach him 
not to break loose. If he pulls back 
speak kindly to him and pat him and 
be will soon quit and stand quietly. 

When he la broken to atand hitched 
•ut lines on him, but walk at his 
shoulders at first so as to keep him i 
from getting frightened. Every time 
you take him out walk further back 
until you can walk behind him and 
leach him to turn hack at. your voice. 

Drive the colt around the bouse and 
barn, showing him papers; drive him 
through water, ahow him umbrellas, 
and.
